Demons  to  Open 
GSC  Cage  Play 
Against  McNeese 

Noi'thwestern's  basketball  team 
opens  its  Gulf  States  Conference 
competition  Dec.  8  against  Mc- 
Neese State  at  Prather  Coliseum. 

The  Demons  popped  the  lid  off 
the  season  last  week  with  road 
games  against  Delta  State  and 
Spring  Hill  and  a  home  encount- 
er with  Georgia   Southern. 

Tynes  Hildebrand,  in  his  sec- 
ond season  at  Northwestern,  has 
tagged  this  year's  team  "young, 
small  and  inexperienced."  The 
Demons  lost  three  starters  from 
last  season's  squad  and  will  be 
weakened  this  year  by  a  shortage 
of  battle-tested  veterans. 

An  added  attraction  for  the 
McNeese  game  will  be  festivities 
surrounding  Parents  Night.  Par- 
ents of  all  of  the  Demon  players 
have  been  invited  to  the  game. 
They  will  be  seated  in  a  special 
section  and  will  be  introduced 
in  pre-game  ceremonies. 

McNeese,  once  a  feared  power 
in  the  conference,  will  be  seek- 
ing revenge  for  two  losses  to  the 
Demons  last  year. 

Northwestern,  surprise  team  of 
the  conference  last  season,  rolled 
to  an  18-7  record  and  second 
place  in  the  league  with  a  9-3 
GSC   mark. 

But  Hildebrand  has  not  been 
overly-confident  in  his  talk 
about  this  year's  team.  "We  make 
too  many  mistakes  to  be  a  good 
club,"  he  says.  "Of  course,  this 
is  caused  by  our  youth  and  lack 
of  experience.  We  could  develop 
into  a  good  team  before  the  end 
of  the  season." 

Hildebrand  said  on  the  eve  of 
the  season  opener,  "We  might 
even  be  a  better  team  than  last 
year  if  wc  can  play  well  together 
and  eliminate  mistakes.  But  that 
does  not  mean  we  will  have  a 
better  record,  because  we  play  a 
tougher   schedule." 

Only  two  seniors — David  Clark 
and  Jerry  McLaurin — arc  listed 
on  the  Demon  roster  this  year. 
There  are  no  juniors,  nine  sopho- 
mores and   six    freshmen. 

Clark  and  McLaurin  have 
drawn  starting  assignments  at 
forward.  James  Wyatt,  6-foot-6 
soph  from  Belmont,  will  start  at 
center,  and  sophomores  Bill  Rag- 
land  and  Wayne  Lee  will  start 
at  guard  positions. 

Wyatt  and  Clark  both  cap- 
lured  All-Gulf  States  Conference 
honors  last  year  and  are  top 
candidates  for  such  awards  again 
this  season. 

Clark  was  the  team's  leading 
scorer  last  year  with  an  18.1 
average,  and  Wyatt  was  second 
with  a  15.7  mark.  Wyatt  led  the 
team  in  rebounding,  averaging 
10  ,1  ijamc

Malcolm  Lewis  Voted  Best  Back 


Northwestern  sacked  up  all  the 
big  prizes  in  the  annual  Coaches 
All-Gulf  States  Conference  Bal- 
loting. 

Senior  end  Dick  Reding  was 
selected  as  the  Lineman  of  the 
Year,  and  junior  quarterback 
Malcolm  Lewis  took  Back  of  the 
Year  honors.  Demon  coach  Jack 
Clayton  was  voted  Coach  of  the 
Year. 

Reding  and  Lewis  were  the 
Demons'  only  two  selections  on 
the  offensive  unit,  and  North- 
western landed  two  more  on  the 
defensive  squad. 

Named  as  All-GSC  players  on 
the  defensive  unit  were  Al  Dodd, 
senior  safety  who  won  All- 
American  honors  last  year,  and 
David   Lovich,  junior  end. 

Lewis  was  the  league's  lead- 
ing scorer,  and  Reding  broke  all 
of  Northwestern's  receiving  rec- 
ords this  vear.

Mid-South  Gymnastics 
Clinic  Slated  Dec.  9-10 

Northwestern  will  sponsor  the 
third  annual  Mid-South  Gym- 
nastics Clinic  and  Competition 
Dec.  9  and  10  at  Prather  Coli- 
seum. 

Demon  gymnastics  coach  Fred 
Martinez  said  more  than  200 
competitors  and  some  300 
coaches,  administrators  and  phy- 
sical education  teachers  from 
seven  southern  states  would  at- 
tend the  event. 

Instructors  for  the  clinic  will 
be  Martinez.  Tom  Maloney,  for- 
mer West  Point  coach;  Vannie 
Edwards,  Centenary:  Jeff  Hen- 
nessy,  Southwestern  Louisiana 
and  Loyd  Huval,  Louisiana  State 
University-New    Orleans. 

The  competitive  action  gets 
under  way  at  7  p.m.  Dec.  10. 
Registration  begins  Dec.  9  at  8 
a.m. 
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A  hair-raising  27-24  victory  over 
I  Southeastern  in  the  final  game 
of  the  campaign  gave  Northwest- 
ern State  College's  football  team 
its  most  successful  season  in  27 
years. 

Rolling  up  nine  straight  victor- 
ies without  a  loss,  the  Demons 
became  the  first  undefeated 
Northwestern  grid  squad  since 
1939. 

Northwestern  tucked  away  the 
Gulf  States  Conference  cham- 
pionship and  became  only  the 
third  team  in  the  history  of  the 
league  to  go  unbeaten. 

By  the  time  Homecoming 
rolled  around,  and  the  Demons 
had  compiled  a  7-0  record, 
Northwestern  officials  couldn't 
print  enough  tickets  to  take  care 
of  all  the  alumni  who  wanted  to 
watch  the  Demons  tangle  with 
the  defending  champion  South- 
western. 

More  than  10,000  fans  jammed 
into  Demon  Stadium  to  see 
Northwestern  rip  the  Bulldogs 
apart,  21-8.  That  victory  sewed 
up  at  least  a  tie  for  the  GSC 
title,  and  the  win  over  South- 
eastern gave  the  Demons  sole 
possession  of  the  crown  and  the 
undefeated  season. 

Northwestern's  triumphs  came 
over  Louisiana  College,  49-0; 
Northeast,  23-14;  Pensacola  Navy, 
34-6;  Martin,  Tenn.,  26-7;  Louis- 
iana Tech,  28-7;  Troy  State,  14-7; 
McNeese,  14-6;  Southwestern,  21- 
8  and  Southeastern,  27-24. 

Turning  on  a  dazzling  passing 
attack  and  a  crunching  running 
game,  the  Demon  offense  rolled 
up  236  points — an  average  of  26 
a  game — while  the  tough  defense 
allowed  only  79 — an  average  of 
nine    a    contest. 

The  Demons'  display  of  power 
earned  them  the  top  spot  in  the 
national  ratings  of  the  National 
Association  o  f  Intercollegiate 
Athletics,  a  No.  4  p>osition  in  the 
Associated  Press  poll  and  sixth 
place  in  the  United  Press  In- 
ternational small  college  ballot- 
ing. 

Formal  invitations  were  re- 
ceived from  both  the  NAIA  and 
the  NCAA  to  play  in  post-.sea.son 
bowl  and  playoff  affairs,  but  the 
Demons  voted  not  to  accept  the 
bids.  Voting  by  the  team  was 
held  after  the  final  game. 

NCAA  regulations  would  have 
forced  the  Demons  to  play  with- 
out their  freshmen  and  first-year 
transfers,  which  would  have 
knocked  six  Northwestern  play- 
ei-s  out  of  the  playoffs.  The 
NAIA  had  a  rule  which  limited 
playoff  squads  to  only  35  men, 
and  the  Demons  have  used  47 
players    throughout    the    season. 
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
